REMARKS 


Claims 1, 2, 8-10, 12-15, 17-22, 24-29 and 31-76 are pending in the application. It is 
gratefully acknowledged that Claims 1, 2, 8-10, 12-15, 17-22, 24-29, 31, 43-52 and 59-67 have 
been allowed. Claims 68-73 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. Claims 
32-42, 53-58 and 74-76 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being obvious over 
Barber (U.S. Patent 6,029,072) in view of Pu et al. (U.S. Patent 6,292,743). 

Regarding the Examiner's rejections of Claims 68-73, the Examiner stated that these 
method claims should not recite "the mobile terminal" in their preamble. Claims 68-73 have been 
amended as indicated by the Examiner. Based on at least the foregoing, withdrawal of the 
rejections of Claims 68-73 is respectfully requested. 

Please cancel claims 32-42, 53-58 and 74-76, without prejudice. It is respectfully 
submitted that all of the now remaining claims are in condition for allowance. 

Accordingly, all of the claims pending in the Application, namely, Claims 1, 2 and 8-10, 
12-15, 17-22, 24-29, 31, 43-52 and 59-73, are believed to be in condition for allowance. Should 
the Examiner believe that a telephone conference or personal interview would facilitate 
resolution of any remaining matters, the Examiner may contact Applicants 5 attorney at the 
number given below. 
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
